^ I ^HE following local defcription is the pro-^ 
-*• duflion of a few hours amufement, ab- 
ftrafted from the duties of my profeffion j and 
it may be found lifeful in fome refpefts as it 
may tend to elucidate particular circumftances 
which either have not been known^ or not well 
remembered. 

N AS E BY, on feveral accounts, is very con^ 
fpicuous in hiftory, and its natural pfodu£tions 
are various and pleafing. It affords to a con- 
templative mind, recreations fubftantial and 
mftruftive, and afts its part in the demonftra^ 
tion of a God. In botany it excells: pro- 
ducing a plant, not to be found in any other 
part of this ifland. Its foffils, fprings^ peat- 
earth, &c. are of no fmall note, having attract- 
ed the attention of a very eminent writer*. I 
have endeavoured, as much as poffible, to col- 
left, and bring into one point of view, the va- 
rious occurrences of nature and incident, and 
its revolutions in hiftory, both ecclefiaftical and 
civil; and to relate them in the moft plain and 
fimple manner.

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IV PHEFACE. 

Sidney fays, " Nothing is worth a wifer 
man's ftudy, except religion and politicks;'^ 
but furely, it is prefumed, that local publications 
have, at leaft, a local advantage, as the means 
of information within a given limit, is prefer- 
able to works of much greater merit, from a 
diftant quarter. 

Befides, topographical refearches are now the 
fpirit of the times, men of the firft erudition 
not thinking them beneath their attention. To 
Mr. Nichols, who is publifliing his hiftory of 
Leicefterfhire, I am indebted for fome ufeful 
hints; and am greatly obliged to feveral gen- 
tlemen in this neighbourhood for the encou- 
ragement they have given me, by liberally 
offering me the ufe of their libraries. The 
fearching into the antiquities and hiftorical 
records of my place of refidence, was, at firft, 
intended only to gratify my own curiofity, but 
upon inveftigating fome circumftances that 
afforded me more information than was ex- 
pefted, I prefume to fubmit the following 
fheets with all their imperfeftions about them 
to the candor of my numerous and moft re- 
fpcftable Subfcribers.

NaSEBY in Northamptoriftire, in the 
hiindredof GuiMborough, is feVenty-eigJit 
miles- from London, twelve fronir North- 
ampton, and fix from Marker Harbprough, 
is fituated in, or very near," the center of 
the kingdom, as its n^iine in the old fpel- 
ling feeras to imply, viz. Navefby^ from

By 4 late furvey taken for a navigation 
intended to be brought from the Oxford 
canal to Nof tbunpton, - the ground near 
Nafeby, which is at leaft fifty feet lower 
than ;.t]bie town, was fi>und to be three hun- 
dred feet higher than the river Nine or Nen 
at Northampton, which is nine inches 
higher than the Thames at Oxford. Sup-

Icadl : they cannot be ignorant of the advan- 
tage of this mode of huflbandry, as it is 
often pracSlifed in open fields, and, I be- 
lieve, generally at Rothwell in this neigh- 
bourhood. The increafe of grain is nearly 
in the following proportion: wheat twenty 
bufliels; rye from twenty-eight to thirty 
buftiels; barley twenty-four bufhels; oats 
twenty bufhels per acre^^ field meafur^e, 
CDmmunihus annis^ The 
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The ftock in the' field confifts of two 
thoufand eight hundred fhcep, three hun- 
dred and fixty oi the cow kind, and about 
three hundred mares, beiiig more profitable 
than barren ftock, where the paftures arc fo 
extenfive. Here is nothing remarkable in 
the breed of ftock, except fwine, which are 
of the largeft kitid, and fo very valuable for 
the diftillers, navy, &c. that they arc par- 
ticularly defcribed by Arthur Young, Efq*; 
whofe judgment is defervedly held in the 
higheft eftimation in all parts of Europe. 
The cows have been rather improved of late 
years, Mr. Aftiby having prefented his te- 
nants with very good bulls. The cows lie 
in the farm yards during winter, and upon 
the 1 ath of May go to paftiiragc in the 
field, in two herds, called the upper and

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tower herd, where they have liberty to 
graze till St, Andrew, old ftile. They are 
kept by men, who have one (hilling and 
iix-pence per head For their work. 

The.fBteep are, as to quality, the fame as 
fbrrticrly, and although fo numerous, are 
not fo profitable as might be expe<3:ed; 
numbers of them dying in the winter fea- 
fon for want of fhelter and pafturage, and 
fometinies they are fubje6k to a fpring or 
fucruner rot. This, chiefly arifes from the 
negle<9: of draining, which is the more tobe^ 
lameated^^ becaufe the ground, if laid dry, 
would become found land, except a few 
bogs, tvhjch fheep are not often inclined to 
feed i»poa;» They praSlife-Bi mode of dimm- 
ing with a large plow, called, the town 
plow, made exceedingly ftrong in every 
part, having two coulters: it cuts a drain

Marl has certainly been dug for manure 
by the ancient farmers and occupiers of land 
^in this field, as appears by feveral pits in the 
Lordfhip, of fuch a magnitude that thou- 
fands of loads of earth muft have been car- 
ried.away; for the margins are very little 
prominent from the furrounding furfacc;

Authors have- been at a lofs to account 
for the caufe of this-diforder/but moff agr€«L 
that it proceeds from the acidity of fome 
part of the food cutting the urinary -paf^ 
fages.

The venerable old, but fombrous, feat 
of the Shuckbrughs, was pulled down in 
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1773, by Mr. Afhby, who has built wkh 
the materials a wry convenient farm^ houfe, 
and offices; mftny ancient coiils Were found 
in the founcktions, and wallij the tim*- 
ber, of the moft fubftantial oak, evidently 
felled with the bark on in the winter, had 
bid defiance even to time; as the like may 
be fcen in the roof of King*s college chapel, 
in Cambridge. Nothing now remains 
worth notice upon the preihifes, where 
this ancient edifice ftood, but a large odk 
table, prefefved with great care, of which 
sin antiquary informed me, that about

The firft Vicar mentioned in* the Pariih 
Regiftcr, .wiiich Jbegins 24th July, tS^^> 
in the fourth year of . Queen Elizabeth, is 
Richard.

the parilh, to be Rcgifter there, who, ac- 
cording to the faid a<%, took his corporal 
oath for his true performing the faid office 
this 9th day of November 1653.

W came thither, fcnt to call up his nephew, 
(vefting himfelf in a chair in a low room, 
in the mestn tim^) who prefently arofe i 
a council of war wa$ qalkd: the queilion 
was put,; what lyas beft to be done feeing 
our army was fo near, and a^ they then 
perceived, fully. intended to engag? them. 
It was conj(idc;red by them, that fhaultf 
they march on ;o Leiccfter^ if the xjear 
were engaged, the .whole army might be 
put in hazard; and there was no marching 
with the van, unlefs they could bring tha 
rear clear off, which they difcemcd to be 
difficult. Whereupon it was refolved to 
give battle, taking themfelves (as indeed 
they were) for a more confiderable force 
than wc, efpecially in horfe, on which 
they chiefly depotidcd; being alfo as confi<- 
dent« they mi^t relye upon their infantry 
: .: for 
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for valient relblutc men; and they ridfolved 
(as appears) not toabide. in tliat place till 
we marched up to them, but in a gallant 
bravery to feek us out. Herein the King's 
Council prevailed againft the minds of 
moft of his great officers, who were of 
opinion that it was beft to avoid fighting. 

, .Saturday, June 14th, the General with- 
the army advanced by three of the clock* 
in the mornings from Gilling* towards- 
Nafeby, with an * intention to follow

foot cojild iirajw -ap to them, in cafe they 
Ihould have marfched. on to Leiceftcr (the 
intelligence :beiog, that they had drawn 
fome of their carriages in <he night thro' 
Harborf)ugh)./th?it- *Wiy. . By five in the 
morning, (he .army, wasr.at a rrendefvouz 
near Nafeby, where his excellency (Gen. 
Fairfax) received intdligence by our fpi'es, 
that ihe enetoy was at Harborough; with 
this, further, that it wa^. jftill doubt&l, 
whether he meant to march away,, or to 
ftand uSi But imrnediatcly the doubt wasf 
refolved : great bodies of the enemies horfe 
were difcerned oh the top of the hill 6n 
this fide Harborough, which increafing 
more and more in our view, begat a con- 
fidence in the General and the refidue of 
the officers, that he meant not to draw 
away t as fome imagined, but that he was 
' * putting 
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putting his army in order, either th^rc to 
receive us, or to come to us, to engage. uS- 
upon the ground weftgpd: whilft thjc Gene- 
ral was thus obferving the countenance of 
the enemy, :dire6lions were given ta .put the 
army in fuch a pofture, as that if the ene- 
my came on, we mi^t take the advantage 
of our ground, and be in readinefs to re- 
ceive him; or if not, that we might advance 
towards him. And whilft thefe things 
were in confultation and ad ion, the ene- 
my*s. army, which before was the greateft 
part of it out of our view by reafon of 
the hill that interpofed, we faw plainly 
advancing in order towards us: and the 
wind blowing fomewhat weftwardly, by 
the enemies advance fo much on their right 
hand, it v/as evident,; that he deflgned to 
get the wind of us: which occafioned the 
General to draw down into a large fallow 
K field 
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field Oft the north* wtft fide of Nafebj,. 
flanked oti the left Mt ^Vith x hedge, 
which \tris ^ coAv^ient j^lace for us to 
jfight the tiieifly ift. And indeed feeing 
his refoMibn td advance up6n us, we took 
the beft ^dtatotagfe we could 6f the ground,

drawn yfr. Fronted ti>wait!^ the etterhy. 
But cdnifidering it inight be 6f advantage 
to us t6 draw up our army out of fight of 
the enemy, who marched upon a plain 
g^otiftd fowWds u$; We retteated about an 
hundred paces from the ledge of the hill, 
fo that the enemy lni^h^ iiot perceive in 
what 'icfrtti xfin battle was drawn, nor fee 
any confufion thertin, *nd yet wc to fee 
the fopth -'of their battle; to which we 
cotxld tonforrti outfelves for advantage, 
and tecftvet the advaritsgte of the hffl when 

we 
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we pleafed, which accordingly we di^ 
The ^nemy perceiving this retreat, thouglit 
(as fince they have confeifcd) we were 
drawing off to avoid fighting {Mid jtift 
then it wgs brought to the King, that our 
array was flying to Northampton) which 
did occasion them t^e mor^ to percipitate; 
for riiey made fo much hafte, that they left 
many of their ordnance behind them. 
The General, together with the Major 
General, put the feveraJ brigade* of foot 
into order r having committed the ordering 
of the horfe to Lieu. Gen. Cromwell; 
who did obtain from the General, that fee- 
ing the horfe w§r^ nev 6000, and were to 
be fought in two wings, Jiis excellency 
would pLeafe to make Gplp,n^l Iretoh Com- 
miflary General of horfe, and appoint him 
to command the left wing that day; the 
command of the right wing being as much^ 
K z as 
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as the Lieutenant General could apply him- 
felf unto. Which being granted by the 
General, the Lieutenant General alCgned 
him five regiments of horfe, a divifion of 
aoo horfe out of tl^ affociation, for .that 
wing; and the dragoons to line the fore- 
mentioned . hedge* to prevent the enemy 
from annoying the left flank of the army. 
In the mean time, the Lieutenant General 
having fix regim^fits of horfe with him 
for the right wing, difpofed them as the 
place gave leave. And the form of the 
whole you have here inferted. 

•* Upon the enemy's approach, the par- 
liament's army marched up. to the brow of

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(rriufqueticrs) confifting of about 300, 
down the ftecp of the hill towards the ene- 
my, fomewhat more than carbine fhot 
from the main battle, who were ordered 
to retrekt to the battle, whenfoevcr they 
fliould be hard prefled upon by the enemy. 
The enemy this while marched up in good 
order, a fwift march, with a great deal of 
gallantry and refolution, according to the 
form here inferted. It is hard to fay, 
whether wing of our horfe charged firft:

coming (according to his orders) gave 
him opportunity of fuch gallant perform- 
ance in the battle, as deferves aa honour- 
able mentioning. 

" The horfe of the enemies left wing 
-being thus beaten from their foot ^ retreated 
back about a quarter of a mile beyond the 
place where the battle was fought . The fuc- 
cefs of Qurrm^i/i battle was not anfwerably ; 
the right hand of the foot, being the Ge- 
nerals Regiment, ftood, not being much 
f^rejpTed upon; alftioft all the reft of the main 
.battle beipg overprefTed, gave ground and 
went off in fome diforder, falling behind 
the refervpSi but the Colonels and Officers 
' * '* doing 
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domg the duty. of very gaUant .men, in 
endeavouring to keep their men from dif* 
order, and finding their attempt fruitlefs 
therein , fell into the rcferves :with their 
eoldtirs, choofing rather there to fight and 
die, than to quit the ground they ftood on. 
The referves advancing, commanded : by 
Col. Rainfborough, Col. Hammond, and 
Lieu.. Col. Pride*, repelled the /enemy!, 
forcing them to a difordcrly retreat.

Gen. Cromwell perceiving, 

was fo far from being difmayed at it, that 

it was the rife and occafion of a mofl 

triumphant faith and joy in him. Had 

not 
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not Major General Skippon* done gallantly, 
he had not received fuch an early wound in 
his fide; and had he not a fpring of refolu- 
tion, he had not flayed in the field as he did 
till the battle was ended; for being defired 
by his excellency Gen, Fairfax-f to go off 
the field, he anfwered, he would not ftir, 
fo long as a man would ftand. After the 
battle was ended, and the horfe gone in 
purfuit, the army marched five miles that 
night to HarboroughJ (the head-quarter).

defperate fallie, and deftroyed all the ene- 
mies works. Sir Thomas Fairfax raifed the 
fiege, and marched to Northampton to 
look out for the King, whofe armie, long 
fatigued by adlion, and a vigourous fiege, 
tbey thought would be an eafy conqueft^ 
and might thus end the war att one blow. 
On this intelligence the northern expedition 
was laycd afijde, and the armie, confifting 
of lefs than fivfe thoufand foot, and about 
as many horfe^ were ordered to Daintree,^ 
whither thi King went with a thoroi^h 
refpliitiori of fighting- The next day, 
hofWfiYer, to the furprizeiOf Prince Rupert

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and all the reft of the armie, this defign 
was given. up, and the former one ofF 
going to the north refumcd . The occafion 
oflF this alteration was faid to be fomc 
prcfages off ill fortune which the King 
xcoeived, and which were related to me 
by a perfon off Newark att that time in 
his Majeftie*s horfe. About two hours 
after the King had retired to reft, fome off 
his attendants hearing an uncommon noife 
in his chamber, went into it, where they 
found his Majeftie fetting up in bed, and 
much agitated, but nothing which could 
have produced the noife they fancied they 
heard. The King, in a trembling voice, 
enquired after the caufe of their alarm, 
ai!^d told them how much he had been agi- 
tated in a dream, by thinking he f^w the 
apparition of Lord Strafford, who, after 
upbraiding him with unkindnefs, told him*

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he was come to return him good for evil, 
and that he advifed him by no means to 
fight the parliament armie that was att 
that time quartered at Northampton, {at 
in it was one whom the King could never 
conquer by arms. Prince Rupeart, in whom 
courage was the predominant qualitie, ra« 
ted the King out of his apprel^nti<xls the 
next day, and a refolution was again taken 
to meet the cncmie. The next night, 
however, the apparition appeared to him 
a fecond time, but with looks of anger, 
affujring him, that would.be th^laft advice 
he fhould be permitted to gwc him, but 
that if he kept his, refolution off fighting 
he was undone. ' If his majeftie had taken 
the advice of the friendly ghoft, and march- 
ed northward the next day, where the par- 
liament had few Englifh forces, .and where 
th^ Scots werebecoming very difcoatentcd, 

his 
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bis affairs might, perhaps, ftill have had 
4 profperous iflue; or> if he had marched 
immediately into the weft to join the Lcrd 
Gbreinge, who had there a good body of 
horfe, he might afterwards have fought 
oh morfe equal terms.

Bankes's Life of Cromwell^ 

. It is very extraordinary how this man 
Oliver, by unprecedented courage, and con- 
dud, to the terror and afloniihment of the 
whole world, raifed himfelf from a private 
ftation to the fovereignty of thefe king- 
doms, which he governed with an abfolutc 
fway, till he died, in 1658, a natural death; 
though he had long laboured under the ut- 
xnoft dread of aflaffination, I (hall con- 
clude with giving only one anecdote of the 
fubtilty of this wonderful man, from 
Bankes^s Life of Cromwell, which I 

hope 
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hope will not be unacceptable to my candid 
fcaderf. 

• 5^rrjr White, the pious chaplain to the 
protcftor, who ventured even to profani 
the fandified palace of Cromwell hy his 
gallantry, carried his ambition fo far, as to 
think of becoming fon-in-law to his High- 
hefs, by marrying his daughter (he Lady 
Frances; and as' jerry had thofe requifites 
that generally pleafe the fair fex, he won 
the affedlions of the young lady : but as 
nothing of this fort could happen without 
the knowledge of the watchful father, 
\vho had" his fpies in every place, and 
about every per fon, it foon reached his 
ears. There were as weighty reafons for 
rejedting Jerry, as there had been for dif- 
WflSng'his Majefty, Charles 11. who had 
T)een pr6po(ed by the Earl of Orrery, asu

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hufhand^ Oliver, therefore, ordered th« 
iofarmeif to obfcrve- and watch thein^narr 
rowly, and promi&d, that upon ftibftantialr 
proof. of the truth of what he Ijad declared,, 
he ihould be asi aihply rftwarcled*, fts Jerry^^ 
feverely pumflxed* It was not Jong before 
the .informer adq'udihted his HightidTs, that 
the chaplain was^ tfaoen with tb^la:^ i ^n<k 
upon haftoning tj^ hf^ daughter's ap^tment^ 
he difcovered the unfortuniUte Jf^ry upon 
his knees, kiiEng her ;ladyihip's^ hand.; 
feeing which, he. haftilyr . iexdaimcd; 
** What is the meaning of this pofture be- 
ii>re my daughter Ranees ? '''/The cTiaplain, 
with great preience of mind, replifed, May 
k pleafeyour Higbnefs, I have'railoilg tivr& 
courted that y^ung gentle womjoi there, m^t 
lady's woman, and cannot prevail; I was 
therefcwrc^ h«#nbly - prayii^ •h6^ ladyftip t6 
intercede for me. Oliver, turning tathn 
^ T ^ ' . : waiting 
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waiting woman, faid, ** What k the mean^, 
ingof this? he is my friend, and I expedt 
you ihould tre^t him as fuch:" who defi- 
ling nothing more, replied, witTi.a low: 
cpurtefy, •* If Mr. W^ite^ intends me that 
honour^ I fliouldnot oppofe him." Upon 
which Oliver faid, •♦ We'll call Goodwin, 
this bufinefs ihall be done prefently, before 
I go out of the room.** ^ Jerry .cduld not 
retreat; Goodwin came, and ithey were 
inftantly married; the bride at the fame 
time receiving 500I. from the protedtor, 

Mr. Jerry White lived with; this wife, 
(not of his choice) more than fifty years. 
Oldmixon fays, he knew, both him and 
Mrs. White, and heard the ftory told when 
they were prefent, at which time, Mrs. 
White acknowledged, there was fometbioi; 
in it.
